G'day again Folks, 

When I posted my last response to this 109 message, 
I had not seen the original message and suggested the Wireless 109 maybe our WW2 
radio set W/S No.109. Since then I looked through my 'trash' folder and found the 
original message. After looking at the URL in question, it became clear to me 
what the reference was. The term ‘Fitted For Wireless' usually abbreviated "FFW" 
refers to the vehicle itself. The caption under the photograph probably would 
have been better written as Landrover, Fitted for Wireless, 109" w.b.. In this 
case the 109" definitely refers to the wheelbase of 109 inches as someone 
correctly pointed out, and not any of the radio gear carried therein. 


Not sure what actually replaced the TRC-75 in Australia but possibly the GRC-106 
which has been in use and probably still is at the present time.

But I'm having a bit of trouble grasping exactly how the Boehme mechanically 
translates the holes in the Wheatstone tape into contact closures suitable

My earlier message requesting help getting my Boehme keyer keying was 
premature. I should have pondered this hulking piece of machinery a bit 
more before asking for assistance. Of course I still want to hear from any 
Boehme enthusiasts out there but I was able to figure it out myself. The 
thing is sitting next to me as I type quite happily keying an AMECO code 
practice oscillator. 


For those unfamiliar with such things the Boehme is an automatic Morse keyer 
that accepts punched paper tapes in the Wheatstone format. These were a 
standard item in most commercial stations up through the 70s. They were 
used not only to send weather and traffic lists for radio officers to copy 
but also for very high speed Morse transmissions that were copied by pen 
recorders at the receiving end. Operators then read the pen wiggles and 
typed out the message from that. This latter use is confirmed by the 
"speedometer" on the Boehme - actually a very nice rev meter calibrated in 
WPM that is mounted atop the three speed gearbox. The high end of its range 
is 550 WPM! Even Mr. McElroy might have had trouble with that. 


I first saw the an automatic keyer in service at KFS when I visited there in 
the early 70s. The radio operator, complete with standard issue radioman's 
green eyeshade, was punching tape on a beautiful Kleinschmidt in a rosewood 
case. I lusted after one ever since and finally found one at Foothill last 
year. This year I acquired the Boehme for the complete system. 


The objective? Why, to have them of course! But beyond that I plan to use 
the system to key Tracy's remotely controlled Collins 30K-5, fifty miles 
north of me, while listening on one of my receivers just like a real 
radioman does.

According to the Motorola Semiconductor Data Library, these are rated 
at 2800 peak working reverse voltage and @.5 amp forward current. I've 
found these in 5V4 sockets, which makes sense, as the 5V4 was designed 
for low forward voltage drop. 

It's not clear to me if the 1N1239 has any built in resistors. Does 
anyone know for sure?

Dear BA'ers, 


I have discovered a post manufacturing modification to at least one 
example 

of a an SCR522. This set was reconditioned by CAE Electronics of 
Montreal 

in Nov, 1956. 


The 1 Meg Gain control (#125) in the BC625A transmitter was removed 
and replaced 

with a two fixed resistors (560K + 470K). A new terminal board (4180) 
was added to 

the BC625. The 560 kohm resistor is called part #4181 and the 470 K 
resistor does not 

have a designation since it bridges two terminal boards. (The BC625 
parts list 

stops at part #177). Judging by the material and ink markings of the 
terminal 

board, it looks like an original factory part. 


By fixing the gain, this would eliminate distortion caused by too high 


of 

a gain control setting in the audio amp stage but would also limit the 
SCR522 

to the use of one microphone type. Wonder why they they would do that? 


Since my last message about the SCR522, I've learned quite a bit about 
the unit 

with help from the group. Now that I understand pipsqueak operation and 
the 

use of tone on Channel D, I can safely conclude that the manual fails 
to explain it 

properly to a newbie.
